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PREFACE 



[ This publication is the first of a new annual series dealing 
with British official economic aid to developing countries, it 
includes both direct aid by the British to other governments 
and also our contributions to multilateral agencies. It covers 
in detail the relative amounts and different types of aid, the 
number and types of persons working overseas or receiving 
training in Britain, the terms on which loans are made, 
details of repayments and the distribution of aid between 
recipient countries. 

2 Many of the Tables are being published for the first time, 
in particular those dealing with the estimates of the numbers 
of British personnel overseas. These estimates could not 
have been made without the help of the Governments of the 
countries concerned and their assistance in providing the 
statistics is gratefully acknowledged. 
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GENERAL INTRODUCTION TO THE TABLES 



Official Economic Aid 

1 In the Tables, official economic aid, which excludes military 
aid, covers the ofRdally sponsored flows of resources of skills 
and capital to the developing countries designed to assist 
their social and economic development. There are also flows 
of resources of both kinds resulting from private activities, 
such as those of Missionary Societies In the field of medicine 
and education and Foundations which endow research or 
education facilities for developing countries. It is difficult 
to obtain complete statistics about these private activities 
and they are exciuded from the Tables, but it should be 
noted that there is a large element of private activity in the 
arrangements for Volunteers which are covered here. 

Technical Assistance 

2 Technical Assistance is concerned with the provision of 
skills — by recruiting persons for work overseas, making 
available facilities within Britain for students and trainees 
from the developing countries, or providing a service in 
Britain (such as research in tropica! medicine) largely for the 
benefit of these countries, 

3 The value of Technical Assistance, which is complementary 
to financial aid, cannot be directly measured by its financial 
cost to the Government because the British Government, for 
example, pays the full cost of some experts’ salaries but only 
part of the cost of others. Technical Assistance is thus better 
measured in volume terms — by the number of persons sent 
overseas and by the number of students and trainees on 
courses provided by the donor country. The Tables on 
Technical Assistance thus contain two types of measures of 
the flows of personnel. Some Tables show the amount of 
recruitment (or placing for students and trainees) within a 
certain period; others the number in post (or on courses) 
at specified dates. Where the services provided are of a 
general nature, it is difficult to find an appropriate measure 
apart from the limited yardstick of cost. This in some cases 
has to be arbitrarily apportioned. 

Categories of Persons sent Overseas 

4 The cost of some aid services is mostly administrative. 
Thus people, otherwise unassisted, are recruited by the 
Ministry of Overseas Development on behalf of overseas 
Governments. Statistics of these persons are Included in the 
recruitment Tables although their emoluments are wholly 
met by the employing Governments. 

5 Voluntary organisations are responsible for recruitment 
under the Volunteer Programmes. This recruitment Is financed 
up to 75 per cent from official funds and thus is covered both 
In the financial and the recruitment Tables. Volunteers are 
shown separately from those employed overseas on a full 
salary basis. 

6 The Overseos Service Aid Scheme covers a major part of the 
flow of skilled persons to work overseas under British 
economic aid. Under the Scheme, Governments and other 
bodies in developing countries establish administrative posts, 
paying local salaries themselves. The British Government 
provides, for the officers that it designates under the Scheme, 
inducement and other allowances to make possible their 
recruitment. 



7 Experts sent overseas under the various Technical Assist- 
ance Programmes are the direct responsibility of the Ministry 
of Overseas Development both as regards administration 
and financing. 

8 Finally, the Ministry nominates British candidates for posts 
under the multilateral Technical Assistance Schemes, the inter- 
national agency being responsible for the financing and, in 
consultation with the recipient country, the eventual choice 
of experts. 

Activities of Special Bodies 

9 Some ofRcial aid activities, while being wholly financed 
from British public funds of one kind or another, are carried 
out by Independent bodies. The British Council, for instance, 
as part of its educational work in both the developed and 
less-developed countries, has certain responsibilities for the 
placing of students and trainees In Britain and the recruit- 
ment of British personnel for service overseas. It also acts as 
an agent in the administration of certain technical assistance 
training schemes In Britain. The cost of this agency work is 
included in the disbursement figures in the Tables. The 
Tables also include the numbers of students and trainees 
from the less-developed countries in Britain under the 
Council’s auspices, and of British personnel recruited for 
service in the less-developed countries; the cost of this part 
of the work cannot be easily Identified and Is not Included In 
the Tables. 

10 Another organisation providing resources to the less- 
developed countries is the Commonwealth Development 
Corporation. This body receives advances from the 
Exchequer but arranges its own investment programme in 
developing countries, including the reinvestment of profits 
made from earlier investments. As a result the financial 
flows to developing countries will not necessarily equal the 
finance it receives from the Exchequer during any particular 
period. 

Financial Aid 

11 Grants and loans are set out as new commitments and 
disbursements by type and purpose during a given period; 
and as a cumulative statement of committed amounts out- 
standing (‘in the pipe-line’) at the start or end of a period. 

12 Individual loans vary considerably in their cost to the 
recipient country with regard to rate of interest, maturity 
period, waiver arrangements and the degree to which they 
are ostensibly or in fact tied to the purchase of British goods 
or services. Moreover, problems of valuation frequently 
arise in connection with financial aid. One of the most 
Important of these involves the question of whether the flow 
should be measured net of repayments of capital only, or of 
repayments of capital plus interest, or whether it should be 
measured ‘gross’, that is, without any of these deductions. 
Since different definitions are appropriate for different 
purposes. Tables are included showing interest rates and 
capital repayments as well as the aggregate totals of disburse- 
ments, both gross and net of such repayments. 
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13 The activities of the Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment form a special category. Loans to overseas Govern- 
ments under Section 3 of the Export Guarantees Acts are 
in effect fully tied. The Department also provide insurance 
facilities for British exporters. 

Comparison with earlier years 

14 The figures in this publication relate to the five year 
period 1961 to 1965, for it Is only in these years that statistics 
in this detail have been collected and analysed. Aggregates 
of financial aid and technical assistance are available in a 
series that extends back to 1945/46 in the Annuo/ Abstract 
of Statistics and to I960 in Financial Statistics, both published 
by the Central Statistical Office. 

15 A precise comparison between the older series and the 
newer set of figures is not possible, since the figures of 
disbursements of aid shown in the present volume refer to 
official aid. which includes total investment overseas by the 
Commonwealth Development Corporation, whereas the 
figures in the above publications refer to Government aid, 
which includes the Exchequer advances to the Corporation. 



These will not be the same as the Corporation's overseas 
investments in any one year (see Appendix A, Notes 1-4). 

16 Precise comparisons between the statistics of official 
economic aid set out here and those appearing in publica- 
tions of the United Nations, the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development and the International 
Monetary Fund, are not always possible because of occasional 
differences in the definitions used. This refers in particular 
to the list of countries described as ‘less-developed’. Practice 
also varies in the treatment of loans of less than five years 
maturity. Detailed notes on the Tables and the definitions 
used in this publication are in Appendices A, B and C.
